DIES OVERSEAS 



FO Lawrence Benville. 21, report- 
ed missing Jan. 10 following a raid 
over Germany Jan. 5. has now been 
listed killed in action. The *on of 
Mrs. Violet Benville, Millard 
Ave-, and John R- Benville, Hamil- 
ton, FO Benville went overseas in 
April of last year. He was an air- 
gunner. 

Before enlisting. FO Benville was 
known as Canada's youngest para- 
chute jumper. He started jnmping 
when he was 16 and prior to enlist- 
ing had completed 60 jumps. He 
trained in the west and married 
there. His wife and daughter are 
living in Portage La Prairie, Man. 

He enlisted In 1942 and served 
in Canada until going overseas last 
year. Mrs. Benville has received 
word that two members ot his 
crew are reported prisoners of war. 
At present, she said. Red Cross and 
air force officials axe seeking addi- 
tional Information. 

Also surviving are three brothers, 
CPO Robert. Newfoundland; Cpl. 
Norman. Italy; and Donald, Hamil- 
ton. 



As news of the Russian ad- 
vance liberating prisoners of war 
appears in the papers, next of 
kin of prisoners have received an 
increasing number of phone calls 
and enquiries. Mrs. A- D. Evans 
said that she had even received 
a long distance call of enquiry 
about her son, Fred. 

Three of the camps in which 
Sgt. Evans was held prisoner, 
Stalag 8B, Stalag 344, and Stalag 
2D, are in the path of the Rus- 
sian advance and in some cases, 
prisoners have been freed. Mrs. 
Evans says, however, that the 
last word received from her son, 
at Christmas, hinted that he was 
then near Hamburg. 

Mrs. Evans has contacted sev- 
eral mothers of sons held prison- 
er in Germany and says that as 
far as she can find out, no New- 
market prisoner of war has been 
so far freed. Sgt. Dennis Davies, 
whose mother moved to New- 
market last year from Windsor, 
was at Stalag 2D when last 
heard of and may possibly be 
liberated.

Excerpts from the letter follow: 

Dear Dad: Have been interest- 
ed in your work at the blood 
clinic at Bond Head ... the 
thought occurred to me that you 
and your friends might be inter- 
ested in the other end of the 
story ... I want to make it plain 
that hundreds of lives have been 
saved in our unit alone by plas- 
ma.

a half ago, was at death's door, 
talking and smoking with you. 

A later letter tells of giving a 
wounded man five pints of 
blood within an hour and how 
the casualty was thus kept

Newmarket town council held for 
further consideration a request 
from the- Newmarket high school 
board that the council Issue deben- 
tures for the construction of a new 
wing at the high school for voca- 
tional training. 

A. X. Belugin, chairman of the 
finance committee of the hoard, 
was present to outline the financ- 
ing of the vocational wing. A letter 
was read to council from the 
vocational department of the pro- 
vincial department of education in 
which it was stated that it 
"appeared" as if the piovince would 
shoulder 75 percent of the capital 
cost of building a vocational wing. 
On the advice of the town solicit- 
or, N. L. Mathews, council decided 
to await- more definite word from 
the provincial department before 
proceeding further. 

A letter was read from the New- 
market public school board which 
endorsed the request of the high 
school board for the vocational 
wing. Mr. Belugin added his 
assurances that the separate school 
board was equally favorable to the 
proposal. 

Council was told that under the 
High School Act, when the high 
school board feels that there Is a 
need for a permanent addition to 
the high school costing over 5500. 
they must ask the council to Issue 
debentures for the amount. 

"Under the High School Act, if 
the high school board asks council 
to Issue debentures, council can do 
so without a vote," Mr. Mathews 
stated. "However, al! such expen- 
ditures must be approved by the t 
municipal board which can direct a 
vote If it so decides. In view of the 

fact that the proposal to build a 
vocational wing was voted down 
seven years ago, It is fairly likely 
that the municipal board will direct 
a vote be taken. 

"The town must Issue debentures 
covering the complete cost and the 
province will reimburse the town 
to the extent of the assistance It 
promises. Grants are made as a 
matter of policy, not by legislation. 
Suppose that the town goes ahead 
on the assumption that 75 percent 
of the cost will be borne by the 
government and that in two years, 
the government changes or the 
present government changes its 
policy/ the .town-would be left hold- 
ing the bag." 

"I think you are wrong." eald 
Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales. "I don't 
think any government would change 

such a policyV 

"The letter describing the grant 
appears to be worded to avoid be- 
ing definite," «aid Mr. Mathews. 
"The letter doesn't say that the 
grant will be paid, only that It 
'appears as If the government would 
pay approximately 75 percent*. 
We should have something definite 
before going further. 



Council Passes By-Laws 

For Arena, Hydro Contract

Newmarket town council gave 
third reading to the by-law au- 
thorizing the issuance of deben- 
tures for $16,000 to purchase the 
Newmarket Memorial Arena 

Monday night. 

The by-law had been read 
twice at previous council meet- 
ings, following which it was 
taken to Toronto for the ap- 
proval of the department of 
municipal affairs and then the 
approval of the municipal board. 
The copy of the by-law present- 
ed to council by Mr. Mathews, 
bore the approval of both 
agencies. 

The by-law authorizes the 
issuance of debentures over a 
period of eight years. 



"This is a milestone in the 
progress of the town," comment- 
ed Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales after 
the third reading. •'The mem- 
bers of this council will be able 
to look back on a worthy task." 

Following the third reading of 
the arena by-law, council gave 
three readings to the hydro by- 
law authorizing the town to 
enter into contract with the On- 
tario Hydro Commission effec- 
tive April 25 of this year. 

The commission refused to re- 
new the contract it has had with 
Newmarket, insisting that the 
town become a commission town 
with its electricity administered 
by the commission instead of 
by a committee of council.

Presbytcrianism had early be- 
ginnings in Newmarket. The 
records are inadequate and quite 
insufficient to give us definite 
dates. The first clear record of 
an organization is dated 1834. 
Representatives of the congrega- 
tion of Newmarket met with the 
representatives of King, and 
made application to the General 
Assembly of the Established 
church of Scotland for a minis- 
ter. The Assembly responded by 
sending Rev. Henry Gordon who 
arrived in 1834 and who was 
duly inducted as pastor of the 
two congregations. .;-.- 

In 1836 the Newmarket church 
erected the first building, a brick 
church on the north side of 
Timothy St. west, about opposite 
"the elm tree." The church was 
called St Andrew's. The sub- 
scription list passed through the 
congregation raised about $2,270. 
The population of the town at 
this time was 1,200. During the 
rebellion of 1837 the church was 

used as a detention camp. 

The second Presbyterian con- 
gregation, probably sponsored bv 
the Free Church of Scotland, 
was organized some years later. 
They worshipped in & rough- 
cast building on Garbutt Hill, on 
a lot at the corner of Prospect 
and Water Sts., now occupied by 
the home of Miss Widdifield. 
This group prospered and soon 
outgrew its accommodations. 
Then a move was made to unite 
this congregation with the one 
on Timothy St 

This move was successful. Hi© 
united congregation proceeded 
to build a new church on the 
present site. It was dedicated 
in 1875; only minor repairs have 
been needed to preserve the 
building down to 1945. 

From 1007-1940 only four 
ministers occupied the pulpit of 
St Andrew's: Rev. H. F. Thomas, 
1907-1921; Rev. A. J. Mann, 1921- 
1925; Rev. C. K. Nicol, 1925- 
1927; and Rev. D. Mclntyre, 
1927-1940. In 1925 the congre- 
gation decided to remain Pres- 
byterian by a vote of 134 to 89. 
The minority frroup, including 
the minister, entered the United 
Church of Canada. 

Since 1940, there has been no 
minister duly inducted in St. An- 
drew's. Rev. J. A, Koffend 
served as stated supply from 
1941-1943.

A vocational department at 
Newmarket high school is abso- 
lutely necessary if Newmarket is 
to maintain a first class second- 
ary school." A. N. Belugin told 
Newmarket town council Mon- 
day night "The high school 
board is unanimous in its de- 
cision to seek such a department 
as soon as possible." 

Mr. Belugin appeared before; 
council as representative of ffife 
high school board to explain the 
board's request to the council 
that the council issue debenturcst 
for the construction of a voca- 
tional wing for the Newmarket 
high school, 

"The reason the board is so 
anxious to have the vocational 
wing is that seven years ago we 
were approached by the provin- 
cial department of education to 
have a vocational wing con- 
structed," said Mr. Belugin. "It 
was in the nature of an experi- 
ment and Newmarket school had 
been chosen because of its ex- 
cellent record. We were voted 
down at the time. Since then, 

other centres have tried a voca- 
tional training as part of their 
secondary school curriculum and 
report immense successes. 

"Port Perry has a thriving 
school which includes vocational 
training and agriculture among 
its subjects. Their attendance 
has increased enormously, I am 
told that the vocational classes 
in Aurora high school are the 
most popular. 

"I have a letter here from the 
department of education in Tor- 
onto in which It is stated the de- 
partment will take over 75 per- 
cent of the capital cost of a 
vocational department The let- 
ter also states, and I emphasize 
this, that a vocational wins; such 
as we propose would not give, a 
complete training to returned 
men. For that, they would have 
to go to Toronto. However, re- 
turned men would be able to 
attend night classes and fain » 
grounding in the subjects that 
would be taught there, subjects 
which include shop- work, motor 
mechanics, draughting and so 
on. 

"Our point of view is that re- 
turned men who want to start 
to work right away could do so 
and get this training at night? 

Mr. Belugin then showed a 
letter from the architects In 
which it was stated that the 
estimated cost for the building 
alone would be $30,000 allowing 
for increases in building costs. 
Mr. Belugin stated that he 
estimated the cost of equipment 
at $6,000. 

Mr. Belugin continued: - As 

things stand now, Newmarket 
high school is not a first class 
school such as it was seven years 
ago. A vocational department 
means the difference between • 
first class and second class 
school. It Is impossible to esti- 
mate the value that a vocational 
department would have for stu- 
dents. Iney would have more 
chance to choose the subjects in 
which they ere interested and to 
get practical training while still 
in school. It would encourage 
them to stay longer in school. A 
curriculum to tahe full advan- 
tage of the vocational depart- 
MR.

VOCATIONAL FACILITIES 

Certain advantages of a vocational department 
to the pupils of Newmarket high school are 
obvious. There are other advantages, however, 
which would present themselves only after the 
department had been in operation for a year or 
two. The use which might be put to the voca- 
tional department facilities by community clubs 
is one which only actual operation of the de- 
partment would make clear. 

Some idea of what would be in store for 
pupils, returned men, and the community in 
general can be had from the architect's plans of 
the proposed vocational wing for Newmarket 
high school The wing would be constructed on 
the north-east corner of the school building and 
would have two floors. 

The inside dimensions of the ground floor arc 
34 ft by 48 ft., an area of 1,700 square feet. At 
the ea3t end of the ground floor, the architect has 
i placed auto parts including a dismantled engine 
for the teaching of auto mechanics. At the same 
end Is a forge and sink. On the south side there 
ii a table for electric wiring and a test bench. 
Near the electric department arc facilities for 
handling sheet metal. On the north side, there 
are wood lathes, saws and joiners. At the west 
end, the architect has placed draughting tables 
and a tool crib. 

the second floor would be devoted to teaching 
home economics. The inside dimensions ore 34 
ft by 49 ft, an area of 1,725 square ft. TTiis 
floor is roughly divided into three departments, 



with kitchens at the east end, bedroom and 
dining-room in the centre, and living-room and 
sewing room at the west end. 
. In the kitchens, there are two stoves, refrigera- 
tor, and washing machine. The bedroom has bed 
and dressing tables, the dining-room seats four 
and has table and sideboard. The living-room 
has chairs and tables. The sewing room has 
desks and blackboard. The rooms are divided 
by half-partitions which serve to mark the rooms' 
limits rather than to enclose them. 

ELECTIONS OR NOT 

With the probabilities for a general election 
decidedly fair and becoming warmer, the politi- 
cally-minded among us are laying plans accord- 
ing to their nature. Some are anticipating a 
rousing political battle in the old tradition. 
Others wag their heads in a serious fashion and 
wonder aloud about the advisability of changing 
horses in mid-stream. 

There are other ways of looking upon the com- 
ing election but it seems to us the above 

examples are most interesting because they 
illustrate two extremes in attitudes towards 
politics: politics, as a game, a business, to be 
indulged for its own sake; and politics, as a 
formula or rite which in some mysterious way 
has become the shield and protector of the 
citizen. 

Unquestionably, tne voter who sees nothing 
else in an election but a gladiatorial exhibition, to 
be followed with the same interest as in an Allan 
Cup play-off, is hardly an educated citizen. The 
interest he shows, however, even though inspired 
only by the sportsman's delight in a good fight, is 
some guarantee that self-government with free 
elections will not be replaced by a government 
that perpetuates itself. 

The citizen who regrets an election because it 
"will harm the war effort," however, is showing 
a lack of faith in his country and its institutions. 
An election is costly but a government that has 
not faced the voters is more costly. The cam- 
paign speeches may not be pleasant to all but 
they are expressions of opinion which are neces- 
sary to self-government. Finally, a new govern- 
ment would not necessarily mean a change in 
war or post-war policies. Canada's policy is to 
participate to .her utmost in the' defeat of her 
enemies and in the construction of a durable 
peace. A new government might 4ry other means 
to achieve those ends but its methods would 
always be subject to the approval of the people. 

It is too often forgotten that we, as individual 
citizens, are equal participants through our repre- 
sentatives in all our government does. The 
government is subject to the approval or censure 
of the citizens at election time. If it is not put to 
this test, it ceases to be the citizens' government 
but becomes a dictatorship.

The following address was given 
at the annual meeting of the Ont- 
ario Crop Improvement Association 
in Toronto, Feb. 6: 

First of all, let me explain that 
we refer In this paper to the erad- 
ication of that six to nine or ten- 
foot high shrub known as common 
barberry with Its green leaves and 
the purple-leaved variety of It. The 
name "common" is perhaps some- 
what misleading now that the 
harmless Japanese barberry used 
for low hedges and ornamental 
planting: is much more common 
than that called common barberry. 

In 1939 Prof. J. B. Howitt of the 
botanical department or the O.A.C. 
published a very concise circular. 
No. 49. on the subject assigned to 
me. In this he explains how this 
shrub acts as an Intermediate host 
(or incubator and brooder com- 
bined) to multiply the stem rust 
spores In their life cycle between 

the rust-Infected straw of list year's 
crop and this year's growing grain. 
In 1904. Denmark lead the way with 
legislation to eradicate the common 
barberry and Us success Induced 
other countries to follow suit in- 
cluding Sweden, Germany, Belgium. 
Holland. France. Spain, Italy, 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, Hungary 
and England. By 1917 the U.S.A. 
took It up and over a dozen states 
have carried on campaigns. Here 
in Canada the three prairie prov- 
inces have passed legislation and 
we In Ontario have the Plant Dis- 
eases Act as amended In 1911. 
Regulation 32 of this act states 
that no person shall grow, sell or 
have on their premises any plants 
of the common barberry shrub of 
either varieties as this species acts 
as a host for the fungus which 
causes the disease known as wheat 
ruaL

Unfortunately, we have 
not as yet varieties of barley and 
fall wheat resistant to this rust. 

In 19*0. with the co-operation of 
the soil survey fieldsman of the 
soils department, we located a few 
scattered bushes of common bar- 
berry In York county and the 
county council agreed that their 
com borer Inspectors should be 
asked to watch for the barberry 
also, since both come under the act 
which authorizes their appointment.

Barberry eradication requires 
continuous vigilance to locate 
bushes In lawns, lanes, fence 
trows, pastures and woodlots. but I 
do feet from our experience in 
York county that a concerted, 
province-wide program should be 
developed because of the spores 
being carried for miles by the wind. 
Furthermore, the seeds are carried 
by birds and while nurseries are 
not permitted to sell common bar- 
berry, innocent people bring in 
bushes from friends they had visit- 
ed in other districts.

Let there be no mistake about 
it, we socialists advocate the expropriation of the 
capitalist class, the deprivation of their present 
way of Jiving; and the organization of the wealth 
producing activities of the nation, by the nation 
for the benefit of all the citizen*. This is what 
our opponents describe as confiscation and rob- 
bery but which we socialists believe to be put- 
ting an end to confiscation and robbery, to 
poverty and its attendant miseries. 

If. as the C.C.F. seeks to insure, this change Is 

to be brought about by peaceful development in 

the ordinary course of political action, there wilt 

be a transition period during which various 

adjustments and accommodations will be made. 

But beyond that transition period, our proposal 

must be judged by the end it has in view and 

that is the wiping out of exclusive property 
rights. 

We do not intend to rob people of their savings. 
V/c are fighting, on the contrary, to safeguard 
them in the possession and enjoyment of their 
earnings and their savings. What Socialism 
would deprive them of is a particular method of 
using their savings which is detrimental to the 
national life— the method of acquiring power 
over other men's lives. 

To put *n end to this is not confiscation but 
the prevention of confiscation.

bushes so they would be able to 
Identify them when making their 
rounds. The corn borer inspectors 
were supplied with several copies 
of circular No. 49 to leave with any 
farmers found to have barberry 
and our office was notified. When 
the inspections were completed, we 
made an appointment to go with 
each of the six Inspectors to chock 
on the barberry found In his dis- 
trict and discuss Its eradication 
with tho owner or tenant of the 
farm or urban premises. 

We discovered that the Newmar- 
ket area in the centre of the county 
had been famous for years as a 
"rust area** but this had been 
accepted as a necessary evil. In 
1941, with a small power sprayer 
mounted on a trailer behind a trac- 
tor, we sprayed approximately £00 
bushes, mostly on three adjoining 
lots with Stephen weed killer. A 
perfect kill was obtained where we 
got a good coverage by spraying 
till all the leaves dripped and then 
saturating the crown. A few 
Isolated bushes were killed with 
salt placed in a six-Inch band 
around the crown. This method 
Is slower, taking posalbly three 
weeks to kill, depending on mois- 
ture, whereas the weed killer 
shows up In 2\ to 48 hours and in- 
cidentally, U not easily washed off 
with rain. 

We are checking up on these 
places each year as young plants 
aro coming up from seed. It Is 
difficult to locate all the barberry 
in urban centres but we have 
found that those premises where 
there has been considerable land- 
scape work done, such as on the 
larger residential lots and country 
estates of city residents, have had 
more barberry bushes. Sometimes 
Uie well-to-do owner has questioned 
tho matter of removing or destroy- 
Ing his prized shrubs. Ho far there 
have been no exceptions made and 
we appreciate the willingness of 
owners to remove this menace to 
our crops. 

In lawns wc have advised remov- 
al of as much of tho root system 
as possible hy digging and leaving 
tho spot in sod so that tho lawn 
mower will cut any suckers that 
might come up. Spraying on lawns 
is liable to kill a considerable area 
of grass unless covered. On one 
college campus about 12 bushes were 
found In a border amongst other 
shrubbery. Ifore we had the bushes 
cut down nnd the crown saturated 
with tho weed killer spray. It 
proved to be 100 percent effective. 
Xn n few cases a small quantity, 
perhaps a pound, of the dry sodi- 
um chlomto was put around tho 
crown of the bush, first turning 
back the sod to nltow the chemical 
to more quickly penetrate to the 
root system. For scattered bushes 
or "re-touchlng" a larger Job wo 
used a knapsack sprayer. 

With respect to tho spray we 
used tho rates recommended for 
brush and perennial weeds, using 
on an nverago approximately one 
gallon of spray per bush. Perhaps 
less might have done but we pre- 
ferred to have a reasonable margin 
of safety. Tha spraying of a 400- 
rod hedg* In the Lake Wilcox area 
was paid for Jointly by the town- 
ship council and the owner at a 
coat to each of 123 and on Aug. 30 
following the spraying X received 
a tetter from this farmer stating 
that this waa the first year he had 
harvested a crop of wheat almost 
free from rust. We found there 
were still a few barberries around 
the cottages at tha lake, which 
had to bs dona tha following year.

Mr. West said the plant imported 
hides from nil parts of Canada, 
and even New Zealand, and that 
tho leather which made high 
grade shoes was shipped' in 
peacetime "all over the world." 
Questioned about tanning, Mr. 
West declared anything in the 
way of skins could be tanned. 
Ho was not too optimistic about 
a greater quantity of children's 
shoes being available this year. 

Mrs. Bert Cody was the only 
woman on the program and her 
large collection of dolls, accumu- 
lated over the past 35 years, was 
the main topic. She has one 
doll 75 years of age. dolls from 
Germany, France, Holland and 
England, and one worth $30.

Albert Foster, "the cucumber 
king," told of being scoffed at 
when he decided to raise cucum- 
bers in a big way 12 years ago.

a 45-rnlmrte speech from the 
Throne, rather tonger than we have 
been accustomed to. Judging from 
its contents, we are not going to 
have a great deal of government 
legislation brought down this. year. 
The greater part of the speech 
dealt with administrative activities 
during the past year. There were 
some references to the public works 
program which the government ex- 
pects to commence as a post-war 
measure. 

One of the most Important pieces 
of legislation with which we will 
have to deal with was given first 
reading, a bill toabolishthe present 
"proxy vote" system tor the armed 
forces and provide for direct vot- 
ing. The bill Is similar to the 
provisions for soldier voting In 
federal elections adopted last year 
by parliament at Ottawa. Since It 
has been thoroughly discussed by a 
select committee representing all 
parties, which has mot several 

times since the last session, it |s not 
expected that the bill will meet with 
much delay In passing. Other mat- 
ters considered by the select com- 
mittee, dealing with civilian voting, 
may have a stormier passage. 

The speech fiom the Throne in- 
dicated that the board set up under 
the Municipal Health Services Act. 
which was passed last year, has not 
yet succeeded in establishing health 
services In any area and reported 
only that "the board is attempting 
to establish municipal services in 
a few representative communities." 
This Is likely to provoke vigorous 
as the opposition severely

Ontario's legislature opened 
Thursday with usual wartlmo sim- 
plicity. The lieutenant-governor 
was escorted by a i;uard of honor, 
clad in battledress, consisting en- 
tirely of men who have returned 
from active war service overseas. 

There were only a few vacant 
seats when the Housq assembled. 
Two members arc overseas on ac- 
tive service, Rev. A. W. Downer 
(P.O., Dufferln-Simcoc) who le serv- 
ing as chaplain with the troops, and 
FlU-Lieut, u E. Wlsmer <CCF, 

Toionto-Rlverdale) n navigator on 
active service with the R.C.A.R In 
Britain. Premier Drew and Opposi- 
tion Leader Jolllffe expressed the 
hope that arrangements could he 
made for both these members to 
return on furlough before the end 
of the session. Another ahscnt 
member was C. II. Millard (CCF. 
West York) who Is attending the 
World Labor Conference In Lon- 
don, Bng. 

Hon. T. I* Kennedy, the minister 
of agriculture, was unable to be 
present an he Is still in hospital. It 
la hoped that he will be well enough 
to return later In the session.
